There are approximately ten 


girls in a group, though the num- 
ber varies. They meet once a week, 
usually in the church. Their meet- 
ing consists of: Fun period in 
which games are played or the 
girls sing. A short business period 
follows: then the activity and a 
worship service. 

Their activities are as many and 
varied as there are groups. This 
year a great many senior groups 
| (girls 15 to 18) are making a study 
jof themselves through psycholog- 
ical research.
